ding pnſet. But a whole flight of arrowes (ſo that 
they pee light, and able to fie aboue twelue ſcore) 
will greatly galk any maine battell of footmen, or 
ſquadron of horſemen. 

The Halbard likewiſe doth only ſerue in or at the 
| ſackgotatowne, at or vpon a breach, a ſallie, or can- 
uaſaqo to enter a houſe, or in the throng of a broken

Likewiſe a ſouldier muſt be carefull that his furni- 
ture be good, ſubſtantiall, and ſtanche from raine, 
the charge ofhis charger or flaske juſt and fit accord- 
ing to the bigneſſe of his peece, and his ſpring quicke 
and ſharpe, the pipe of his touch-box ſomewhat 
wide, that the > may haue free paſſage, which 
otherwiſe would choke vp. 

In time of marching and trauelling by the way, let 
him keepe a paper in the pan, and a prop or ſtop in 
the mouth ot his Peece, to keepe out raine, duſt, or 
| any other wet weather; and in wet weather to haue a 
caſe for his Peece ſomewhat portable, or elſe of ne- 
ceſſitie he muſt keepe the ſame from wet vnder his 
arme: hole or caſſocke, or by ſome other inuention, 
free from the dammage of weather, and his match in 
his pocket, or in ſome other place ſafely kept from 
wet, except that which he burnes, and that muſt bee 
holden ia the hollow of his hand, or ſome artificiall 
pipe withouta bottome, which are commonly made 
of pewter, hanging at his girdle, as the coale by wet 
or water goe not out.

And therefore thoſe ſouldiers, which in ourtime 
haue been for the moſt part leuied in the Low-coun- 
tryes, eſpecially thoſe of Artoysand Henault, called 
— name of Wallons, haue vſed to hang 
their nale he — 5 cal —

ng or — — of the ſame: 
but the moſt part that be of them, of late time are co- 
uered with blacke leather, which wee —— 
Bandeleeres, and they are reputed to bee the beſt in 
Skirmiſh; but the S deſpiſing that order, doth 
her make vie of flasks. 

The French Nation maketh vſe as we doe in Eng- 
land and Scotland,both of bandeleereand flaske,but 
r ir powder, which is in 
reſpect ofthe — of cher match, then the vncer- 
tainty of their charge, the ſpoyle of powder, the dil- 
commodity of wet, the diſcontinuing and diſorde- 
ring of right and warlike ſeruice ; therefore it is to be 
reiected and hated: for by the negligence of one man 
a great company may bee ſpoyled, and in common

umph or wanton skirmilh before Ladies and Gentle- 
women, then fit for the field; for in a day of ſeruice a- 
gainſt the face of the enemy, and eſpecially by night, 
which is more perillous then by day, the charge 
which doth lie looſe or ſcattered is very dangerous, & 
ſometime aſouldier is forced. by traverſing his 
ground, to faile of halſe his charge.

Note that aſter his peece is very hot, let the ſoul- 
dier (if he can) giue a leſſe charge for feare of burſting 
his peece, vnleſſe hee hath made good triall thereot. 
And if the ſtocke of his peece be crooked, hee ought 
to place the butt end, juſt before and aboue the left 
pap ; if long and ſtraight, as the Spanyards vie them, 
then vpon the poynt of his right ſhoulder and breſt, 
vſing a ſtately vpright pace in diſcharge, & that to be 
done with a comely grace and audacity. 

The ſouldier is likewiſe to bee aduertiſed, that in 
skirmiſh he muſt hold his peece betwixt his thumbe | 
and the ends of his fingers, which is to beeaccomp- 
ted a ſure meane, for griping of the barrel, and laying | 
the ſame onel — formoſt finger and thumbe, 
is not onely dangerous, but alſo altogether vnſteady. 

It is likewiſe conuenient for him to take holde of 
his peece with his left hand, in that part of the wood

Certaine Notes touching the arming of 4 
HazGABvsSHER. 


He Hargabuſher is to be armed and furniſhed 

in all reſpects and points as the musketteere. 
But note that many careleſle perſons be farre wide 
from the marke, which with too much curioſitie ſeem | 
| and endeauour to arme the Hargabuſher with a 
| peece, flaske, touch- box, rapier and dagger, and with 
a heauy ſhirt of maile, and a burganet, all whichto- 
— are of ſuch weight that the ſouldier laden 


erewith by that time he hath marched either in the | 
D heate 


— 
— m_— 
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heate of Summer, or in the deepe of winter ten, or 
twelue Engliſh- miles, he is rather by reaſon of his 
heauy carriage apt and ready to lye-downe and take 
his reſt, then for to fight or withſtand any ſudden in- 
uation. Whereby it falleth out, that either the enter- 
prize which is to be taken in hand,and requireth cele- 
rity, becommeth fruſtrate in regard of the long ſtay in 
refreſhing themſelues, or elſe they be in great peril] 
for want of luſtineſſe; breath, and agilitie. 
Wherefore the extraordinary arming of {hot is 

onely to be vſed in ſurprizes of I ownes, and aſſaults 
of breaches to defend the Souldiers from ſtones, and 
ſuch other ſtuffe as the beſieged prepare to driue back 
the foe; orAleina ſet or pitched battell againſt the 
cut orthruſt of weapons. Which exploites as the 
are not ſo ordinarie and common as the skirmiſh, fo 
are theſe heauy armes nothing ſo needfull, but rather 
aburthen then beautifull or beneficiall, and of greater 
charge then commodious, eſpecially a ſhirt of maile, 
which is very dangerous for that the bullets will 
pierce together with the ſame into a mans body. 

Euery Souldier ought to carry his Hargabulhe vp- 
on that ſhoulder and ſide, in which he is outward in 
ranke, for that {ide which is diſcouered inward is 
more defended by the generall order, this is kept and 
. | obſerued more then any other, which order — 
ing armes is not only ready and commodious, but al- 
ſo fit for all occaſions. And generally (as it is before 
touched) it yeldeth a gallant ſhew , a good proporti- 
on and true proſpect. 

Each Souldier likewiſe ought to haue regard, that 


| his weapon be of equall length with his fellowes, 
which |

He Halbadeere who is to be armed with bri-

A Souldier ought euer to retaine and keepe his 
armes in ſafety, for he is more to be deteſted then a 
Coward that will loſe, or imbeſſill any part thereof, 
or ſhunne the ſame either for his eaſe or pains-taking; 
and ſuch a Souldier is to be diſmiſſed and caſheered 
with ſeuere puniſhment, or elſe made an abiect Bio- 
ner. Therebaee euery Souldier during the time of his 
ſeruice, and after his returne homeought ſtill to bee 
wedded to his weapons and armour, that when he is 
eftſoones required or forced to ſerue · his Prince, he be 
not compelled to furniſh himſelfe with new armes, 


as ſome Souldiers in theſe daies to their ſhame

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of other war-like nations hic make true pan"

There is another common rule vſed, as touching

Note that it muſt be done according to the word 
of command, and ſound of drumme, which is either 
to march, to draw vp maine battell, to charge, to re- 
tire, to troupe off, or te caſt the ring. Therefore a 
Souldier ought euer to learneall the aforeſaid ſounds 
of the drumme, and eſpecially thoſe ſounds which 
the Drummers doe vſe in the regiments wherein hee 
beareth armes; for the knowledge thereof may often 
much auaile him, and perhaps in great hazards, and 
skirmiſhes, eſpecially by night may faue his lite, for 
being ignorant ofthe found of thedrumme, he may 
aſpel lunge into the midſt of his enemies as other- 
wiſe. Beſides, there is no regiment but haue a cer- 
taine kinde of alteration in the ſound of their drums, 
and likewiſe their Colours doe differ, euery nation 
bearing their owne proper armes or skutchians. 

But to ſpeake more at large of drummes, it is to 
be noted that ay were firſt inuented by the Swiſſers 


they are alwaies ready to liue and die. 

ut other nations when they will tight a pitched 
field, by reaſon of the rumour and tumult that will 
grow amonglt them, and that they cannot heare one 
another, haue Trumpets to giue the charge, which 
yeeldeth great comfort and courage to the ſouldiers, 
in regard they doe heare the etcho thereof ſo plaine, 


that in all diſtreſſes or repulſes they doe not _ | 
hold | 
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hold and keepe together, but alſo know their 
charge. 

But now to returne to the matter touching mar- 
ching, it is to be vnderſtood that ſome kinde of 
march is a right induction, other ſome a deduction 
on the right or leſt hand, and that in ſingle, double, 
treble, or quadruple ſided battell: In a ſingle when 
one enemy is feared : In a double when two: In a 
treble when three: Ina quadruple when the enemy 
purpoſeth to invade on all ſides. Therefore the 
march is vndertaken ſometimes in a ſingle Phalange, 
and ſometimes in a twofold Phalange, or elſe in a 
threefold or in a fourefold Phalange. 

There is alſo a very neceſſarie rule or order to be 
obſerued in the drawing vp of a maine battell, which 
is to be done by Manyplus: That is to ſay, hauing 
men 9 in ranłe, you are to lead them vp by three and 
three in ranke, and hauing 12 in ranke, you muſt bring 
them vp by foure and foure in ranke. Likewiſe ha- 
uin ne in ranke you are to bring them forwards 
by fue and fiue in ranke: And ſo in the ſame order 
you are to plant your battell what number ſoeuer 
you haue in ranke without any incumbrance, and 
withall it muſt be done very ſpeedily, for otherwiſe 
ir oftentimes happeneth that Officers are driven to 
alter their array which is a great diſcredit. 

The Souldiers both Pikemen and Musketeers are 
to be diuided into Companies, and euery Company 
is to conſiſt halfe of Pikes, and halfe of Musketeers. 
The Companies happen and fall out ſomerimes to 
be more in number, and ſometimes leſſe: Some ex- 


tend to 300 men, ſome 200, ſome 100, ſome 90,

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ſome 80, ſome 70. Euery Company ought to haue 
theſe officers following, a Capraine, a Lieutenant, 
an Enſigne, two Serieants, three Corporalls, two 
| Drummes; and for ſome other neceſſarie vſes, a 
| Clarke, Surgion, and a Prouoſt. 

Companies are drawne into Regiments, and the 
Regiments are euer to be commanded by Coronells. 
Regiments doe ſometimes likewiſe differ in the num- 
ber of Companies, ſome conſiſt of 10, ſome 11, 12, 
13, 14, 15. ſome 30 Companies and aboue. In the 

g and — gan, Fo euery Regiment is to be 
required a Coronell, a Lieutenant-Coronell, a Ser- 
geant Maior all officers ofthe field; a Quartermaſter, 
anda Prouoſt-Marriall for other imployments. It is 
not to any purpoſeto make mention of any higher 
officers then Coronels and .Captaines, my reſolution 
being no otherwiſe then to ſet downe the exerciſe 
and armes of our Nation.
